BRITISH EXPEDITION TO TIBET. 

Czar Looks With Jealous Eyes Upon 
Invasion of the Holy Land. 

St. Petersburg. — The newspapers 
here regard the British expedition to 
Thibet as an attempt to stir up a 
movement in China, under cover of 
which the powers will increase their 
spheres of influence, and they appeal 
to China not to permit the empire to 
be deprived of Russian intervention, 
which saved it on other occasions. 

The Novoa Vremya, in a recent ar¬ 
ticle, declared that if the British suc¬ 
ceeded in carrying out their plans 
Thibet will be in their hands, as they 
will always be in a position to threat¬ 
en l’Hassa, and if they gain control 
of the lloly Lund of Thibet, that the 
500,000,(KX> Buddhists will regard 
Great Britain us being the most pow¬ 
erful country in the world. 

The Novoe Vremya adds: “While 
it is impossible for the weak Thibet¬ 
ans to prevent the British crossing 
the Himalayas, it is quite possible for 
others to compel the British to stop 
by creating a slight diversion in some 
direction disagreeable to the British 
politicians. ’ ’ 


Killed by the Fire They Set. 

Klamath Falls, Or.—Two Indian 
boys, aged 13, were burned to death 
in the city jail at Bonanza, a small 
town twenty five miles east of this 
place. They were arrested for drunk¬ 
enness and set fire to the building for 
the purpose of escaping. The flames, 
however, spread so rapidly their es¬ 
cape was cut off. 


A civil marriage took place last 
week between Miss Cornelia Seovel, 
daughter of Mrs. Roosevelt-Soovel, 
and Count Arturo Fabricotti. United 
States Consul Cramer and Count Bus- 
togi were the witnesses. 

The German Foreign Office has 
made the following official announce¬ 
ment: “Upon the imperial Chancel¬ 
lor’s written proposal Hie Emperor 
directed that the new free state of 
Panama lie recognized by Germany.” 

The Secretary of the Interior has 
decided that all withdrawals of lands 
for forestry purposes made in the past 
shall not affect the right to make min¬ 
eral locations of entries thereon, and 
all withdrawals hereafter will specifi¬ 
cally except mineral entries. 

In the United States Circuit Court 
at Savannah, Gu., Edward ,1. McKee 
and William McKee of Valdosta enter¬ 
ed a plea of guilty to thirteen indict¬ 
ments charging them with peonage, 
and Judge Speed sentenced them to 
pay a tine of $ltH*0 in two of tho cases 
and suspended sentence in the others. 
The Hues will be paid. 

A dispatch to a news agency in 
London reports desperate lighting at 
Warmbad, Great Manuqualand, Ger¬ 
man Southwest Africa. The rebels 
captured the town, killing four Ger¬ 
mans. Subsequently the German Held 
force of 150 men. succeeded, after a 
struggle, in expelling the rebels and 
reoccupying tho town. 

Tho Norwegian steamer Victoria 
was stranded during a storm oil' the 
port of Stavanger, Norway. Five 
bodies have been washed ashore and 
some persons are still clinging to the 
masts of the vessel. Sixteen members 
of the crew of the Victoria and two 
persons who were passengers on hoard 
of her were drowned. Five persons 
were rescued from tho steamer. 

John Templeton of Humboldt, Ncl>., 
a passenger on the fast Burlington 
train from Kunsas City, committed 
suicide by jumping from the steps of 
one of the coaches while the train was 
going at full speed near Chillieothe, 
Mo. He was in ill health, largely the 
result of worry over business troubles, 
and was much depressed, imagining 
that he was about to be arrested. 

A compromise has been effected be 
tween the United States and the Hon 
olulu Plantation Company in the mat ¬ 
ter of tiie lands of the corporation de¬ 
sired by the Government for its naval 
tatiou at Pearl Harbor. The verdict

Emperor Takes Treatment. 

Berlin.— Emperor William’s massage 
and voice treatment have been placed 
under the direction of Dr. Gustav 
Spiess of Frankfort on-tho-Main, a 
former assistant of l)r.

Hither¬ 
to there have been no permanent bal¬ 
loon establishments in the British 
army outside of Aldershot camp, in 
England. 


Financial Troubles Increase. 

Rome.—The financial difficulties of 
the Vatican are increasing, it is as¬ 
certained that Pope Leo XIII left very 
little property. The interest on the 
money deposited by Pope Pius X wit h 
tiie Rothschild bank at Vienna 
amounts to 4,(XX),(XX) francs. The an¬ 
nual contributions of Peter’s pence 
hardly yield 2,(XX),(KX) francs, and the 
ordinary expenditures of the Vatican 
are about 8,<X(0,(XH) francs. The Pope 
lias appointed a commission to exam¬ 
ine the reports of financiers with a 
view of increasing the revenue and re¬ 
ducing expenditures. 

Mexican Burned to Death. 

Bakersfield.—An aged Mexican who 
lived alone in a tent about five miles 
south of town was found to have been 
burned to death. Tho man was about 
I 80 years old and nothing was known 
of his history or name.

AMERICAN DIAMOND CUTTERS. 

Gem Industry I. Now Fully Kstab- 
ltshed in New York. 

Gem cutting In America has ceased 
to bc nn experiment and become a rec¬ 
ognized industry—recognized not mere¬ 
ly at home ns one more thing that 
Uncle Sam can do well, but recognized 
abroad as one more thing in which 
Yankee competition is to be feared, 
says the Brooklyn Eagle. Time was 
when the cutting of precious stones 
was admittedly one of the things that 
Europe eoukl do bettor than America, 
and America made no attempt to dis¬ 
pute the supremacy. And for Europe 
one might almost read “Holland,” for 
Holland had practically a world's mo¬ 
nopoly of the Industry. And all this 
not more than a generation ago. 

It was in 1873 that the first rough 
or uncut diamonds were imported into 
this country—and then a few only, val¬ 
ued at only $170,426. For flve years the 
experiment continued with so little 
success that in 1878 the imports had 
dropped to $03,270. It rather looked 
as if Uncle Sam. jack of all trades that 
he is, could not master this one. But 
that Was the turning point. From then 


on the! importations of rough diamonds 
increased year by year, at first grad- 
uaily, but finally by leaps and bounds" 
until at present they are running up hj 
the neighborhood of $10,000,000 a y ear 
and still increasing. And the impor¬ 
tation of uncut diamonds is, needless 
to say, an exact measure of tlie growth 
of the industry. 

Diamonds are quoted because dia. 
monds are recognized as tho most dif. 
limit of nil the gems to cut. Not mere, 
ly are they the hardest gem known, 
but they require a more complicated 
cutting and a greater skill in bringing 
out their beauties. And with dia¬ 
monds, the importations in the rough 
represent absolutely the quality cut 
for there is practically no home pro¬ 
duction, while almost every other 
known gem is produced in marketable 
quantities somewhere in the United 
States. So that the increase in tlie 
rough imports is a more than fair 
measure of tlie growth of tlie gem- 
cutting industry. 

Fifteen or twenty years ago there 
was not a gem-cutting establishment of 
any importance In the city. One load¬ 
ing firm had a cutting department 
which was mainly engaged in remit¬ 
ting. It existed, that is about all, be¬ 
cause it was necessary to the com¬ 
pleteness of tlie establishment. But 
like all the other jewelers in the coun¬ 
try they imported practically all their 
gems ready cut. And tlie two or three 
struggling lapidaries that did manage 
to keep their heads above wnter in 
some dingy, obscure corner of the jew¬ 
elers’ district were eliietly engaged In 
recutting. All of them togther could 
not have made one establishment of 
any reputation for solvency, although 
there are many such to-day on Maiden 
Lane and Nassau and John streets. 

FEW DICKENS HOUSES LEFT. 

March of Modern Improvement Re¬ 
sponsible for Their llcinolition. 

Very few of Dickens’ houses remain. 
One after another of the quaint old 
buildings described in his novels or in 
which their scenes were laid are being 
torn away to give room to modern of¬ 
fice buildings. “The Old Curiosity 
Shop,” tlie home of little Nell, can still 
be identified in an old paper and junk 
warehouse in Portsmouth street, near 
the courts, and near by, at No. 58, is 
the home of Mr. Tulklnghorn, the law¬ 
yer in "Bleak House.”

Brick court. Middle Temple Lane, up 
two flights of stairs, and is haired in 
the adjoining churchyard. Blaekstone 
wrote liis commentaries in the next 
building, and liis room may be seen to¬ 
day. Thackeray and Tom Taylor lived 
at No. it), and Milton spent several 
years in the same locality. Nearly 
every one of the old buildings is iden¬ 
tified with historic characters. 

Over on Holliorn, one of the great 
arteries of trade, several of the Dick¬ 
ens houses may be easily found by tlie 
use of the Dickens Dictionary. I tom¬ 
boy & Son are real people and have a 
tailor shop in the city. Mr. Dombey's 
house, which Dickens says “stood on 
the shady side of a tall, dark, dread¬ 
fully genteel street,” may be one of a 
dozen or more answering that descrip¬ 
tion. Admiral Lord Nelson, Lord By¬ 
ron and Turner, the celebrated painter, 
lived in the same block. Snlry Gamp 
and Betsey Prigg lived in a shop in 
Kingsgnte street which is now occu¬ 
pied by a barber; Furnivals’ Inn, for¬ 
merly one of the most picturesque 
buildings of old London, in which 
Dickens wrote "The Pickwick Papers,” 
"Sketches by Boz,” "Oliver Twist” and 
"Nicholas Nicklcby,’’ lias been torn 
down within tlie last two years, and 
in its place now stands a magnificent 
structure of red brick and terra cotta 
belonging to the Prudential Life Insur¬ 
ance Company. St. Andrews’ Church, 
across the street, is identified with 
Oliver Twist and Bill Sykes, who 
stopped and counseled under its shad¬ 
ow one night op tlioir memorable burg¬ 
lary excursion.—\V. E. Curtis, in Chi¬ 
cago Record-Hera id.

BIOUEST OYSTER SHIPMENT IN ALL 
HISTORY. 

The extent of the oyster industry 
in Sail Mateo county can he gauged 
from the fact that during the past 
j month no less than one hundred car 
J loads of young oysters were shipped 
I from the East for transplanting in the 
oyster beds of the Morgan Oyster 
Company which lire situated on the 
shores of the bay opposite San Mateo. 

The first few lots from Chicago 
I came through in seven aud a half 
! days, or about two days quicker than 
1 is usually required for such move¬ 
ments. Tlie trains were ordered to 
run through to San Francisco ahead 
of their regular schedule time which 
was rendered possible, as the tonnage 
of the trains was reduced so that fast 
time could be made. The entire one 
hundred cars of oysters are for the 
Morgan Oyster Company of San Fran 
cisco. The fact is that the oysters 
i are young and came out to California 
in refrigerator cars and the landing of 
them here a couple of days ahead of 
time by the Santa Fe probably means 
the saving of hundreds'of the oyster’s 
1 ives. 

The oysters came from the beds in 
the vicinity of New York and are said 
to he unusually good. The company 
which brings them out has transplant 
ed many at various times before, but 
this is said to ho the largest shipment 
i of oysters ever made in the history of 
the world, whether young for trims 
planting or full grown for food.— 
Leader, San Mateo.

FAMINE IN TIMBER TREES. 

Orowlna Scarcity of Wood Suitable 
for Mamifacturinjr Purpose*. 

It will he but a few years before 
durable timber becomes very much 
dearer than It is nt present. Good 
chestnut and white oak posts aro 
worlh now fifteen cents each, nnd red 
cedar poets twenty cents apiece, un¬ 
dressed, and are hard to get at that. 
Ten years from now the supply will he 
much less. No more profitable uso of 
land can ho mnde than to plant wal¬ 
nut, chestnut, oak, hickory, spruce, 
ash, maple, poplar, willow, locust and 
other trees that have a value in the 
arts for their timber. Plant the rough 
hind to trees. The ouenlypts are now 
grown in the southwestern portion of 
our country more extensively than any 
other exotic forest tree. 

These trees are originally from Aus¬ 
tralia; they are known there under 
the name of antifever trees, as by 
tlielr rapid growth and large amount 
of foliage they absorb tho poisonous 
gases of tho swamps, making the air 
pure aud tho climate healthy. In Cal¬ 
ifornia, Kansas nnd Indiana tracts of 
land several thousand acres In area 
have been planted with seedlings of 
the eucalyptus rostrntn for fuel, rail 
road ties and for windbreaks. On ac¬ 
count of their rapid growth they make 
desirable shade trees for the dwelling 
and pasture lots. In many parts of 
the southwest the euealypts are util¬ 
ized to advantage to furnish shade In 
pastures. If set along the fences and 
along tlie Irrigating ditches they can 
he mnde to protect the cattle In the 
pasture without at nny time Interfer- 
lug with farm work. Seedlings may 
lie had from the nurserymen In luo 
lots at live rents each. There nre 
some thirty different varieties, nnd ail 
of them are said to grow equally well 
In the middle and southern States. 
Plant the hillsides In forest trees and 
farm the low ground.-Baltimore 
America n.

Revolutionary Hetlc Bus: Dp In Chcs-

The furnace made can¬ 
non for Washington's army. 

During the occupancy of Philadel 
pliia by the British under Lord Howe 
il was reported that Howe was ultout 
to send an expedition out to destroy 
the furnace, capture the cannon and 
then come on to tills city and seize the 
provisions and supplies which were 
kept here for the American army. The 
people in charge of the furnace were 
so certain tliiil the expedition would 
be made that they burled a number of 
cannon to keep them from falling into 
the hands of tlie enemy. The place of 
burial was not marked, and In eon 
sequence tlie cannon remained eon 
eealod until a stream running netrr the 
old furnace changed Its course slight 
ly. The change exposed one of tlie 
former banks of the stream. 

Recently two men were llslilng In the 
stream, when they noticed the top of 
what they supposed to tie a pipe pro¬ 
truding from the former bank of the 
creek. Upon examination they found 
It to be tlie top of an old cannon. It 
was then dug out. and four mules wore 
required to draw the heavy gun up the 
bank. The cannon Is greatly rusted 
and is of the type used during tlie time 
of the revolution. Marks on the gun 
seem to show that It weighed 4,000 
pounds when It wns new. As It now 
weighs hut 4,550 pounds It Is thought 
that It lost fifty pounds by rust In Its 
125 years’ burial. The cannon wns 
supposed to liave been burled iti the 
bed of the stream. Tlie waters were 
turned out of their usual course until 
the weapons were secreted from ex¬ 
pected invaders, after which they were 
allowed to resume their usual flow. 
The cannon which was discovered re¬ 
cently was five feet below the surface. 

Mr. Kauffman, who owns the farm 
on which the cannon wa# discovered, 
removed the cannon to his home In 


Striking Lcaaim In Snnltntion Taught 
by Condition of Havana. 

Does sanitation pay ? The very best 
answer to this question that can pos¬ 
sibly be given consists of un unvar¬ 
nished citation of the object lesson 
afforded by Havana under American 
military administration. When the 
United States army pushed the shift¬ 
less, thriftless and dirty Spaniards off 
tlie Island, tumbled them in any old 
tubs that could be hired to float them 
back to their benighted, back-number 
country, they found a city that had 
practically been a fruitful focus for 
the dissemination of all the infectious 
diseases that are fostered by tropic 
beat in conjunction with human negli¬ 
gence and want of hygienic decency. 
There were no efficient sewers; sew¬ 
age ran In open gutters or stood in 
stagnant pools on top of tlie ground 
throughout the city. Yellow fever utpl 
smallpox were annually epidemic and 
the death rate exceeded 25,000 every 
year. 

The first step of the army officers 
on taking possession was to establish 
a system of municipal sanitation. The 
natives were harnessed for the work 
and under compulsion and proper su 
pervlslon soon revolutionized the situ¬ 
ation. Sewers were constructed, streets 
and cesspools wore cleaned, the latter 
being abolished, the water supply was 
looked after and, lastly, the perennial 
crop of disease-hearing mosquitoes 
wns attacked right and left -and what 
Is the result? Malarial diseases have 
become much more rare and of a mild¬ 
er typo than lias ever been known in 
the region; there lias not been a case 
of smallpox for more than a year and 
a half and yellow fever has been prac¬ 
tically abolished.—Maryland Medical 
Journal.

Tlie Woman Who World, 

One hundred and sixty thousand 
women in Chicago every morning 
inarching to work in shop and mill and 
store and factory is tho army of the 
city’s employed in petticoats. Against 
iltis army in skirts is an army of 600,- 
000 men in all lines of professional 
and manual work. But steadily the 
| army in skirts Is gaining upon tho 
I army iu trousers, until there is scarce¬ 
ly an employment open to man which 
has not a woman representative some¬ 
where in it, competing with man in 
I Lis own once exclusive field. 

Perhaps no one work of man has 
I boon encroached upon by woman us 
has the business of the stenographer. 
The time was In the beginning when 
{only men wore regarded as at all eo. - 
potent for tlie general work of takin ; 
shorthand notes and transcribing them 
to paper in longhand. With the com¬ 
ing of the machine and the spreading 
of tlie liberal regard which men in 
public begun to assume toward women 
in office work, woman took up the busi¬ 
ness of tho stenographer us her own. 
Mid so steadfastly has she held to it 
that in Chicago to-day there are 8,113 
women stenographers to 1,062 men in 
the work, and these women are in¬ 
creasing in tho schools in the propor¬ 
tion of three to one. 

Not only has the woman taken to 
the typewriter and the shorthand note¬ 
book, but in tlie systems of accounts 
she lias made a place, and from the 
foothold already gained she is en¬ 
croaching steadily upon the demand 
and supply for women bookkeepers and 
accountants, and wherever she lias 
been tried she has not been found 
wanting. To take up the average 
Sunday paper of to day and look over 
the want advertisements of women 
seeking places and of advertisers seek¬ 
ing women for places, there is little 
suggestion front the numbers to indi¬ 
cate which portion of the paper is set 
aside for the female “wants” nnd 
which for the males. As much space 
in the main seems to be given to the 
one as to tlie other. More women 
stenographers will be wanted than 
male; scarcely more bookkeepers aud 
clerks will bo found among the male 
wants than among the females; in the 
miscellaneous classification quite as 
many women will seek positions nnd 
be sought for positions ns there will be 
of men. 

Women as salesmen nre taking a 
front place in the great stores of the 
city. Tlie last census for Chicago 
showed more than one-third women as 
salesmen compared with men. The fig¬ 
ures were 22.012 men, as against 7,816 
women filling like positions, anil even 
with this showing it is remarked year 
after year that the numbers of women 
are growing steadily. 

Teaching has been in woman's 
sphere for all time, and in Chicago the 
proportion of women to men as teach¬ 
ers and as professors in the schools of 
all classes is 7.200 to n paltry 1,501; 
and more women are binding books, 
making boxes, nulling gloves ami sew¬ 
ing in all the lines of seamstress work 
than there are of men. At tho same 
time there are 70 dentists, 722 artists 
and teachers of art, 142 journalists. 
281 literary and scientific women. 548 
physicians and surgeons, nnd 2,035 mu¬ 
sicians nnd teachers of music.—Chi¬ 
cago Tribune. 

An EnxltsH Girl'ti Criticism, 

A pretty English girl visiting (his 
j country makes this criticism of our 
shops, according to tlie Now York 
( Evening Telegram: 

"One thing 1 have noticed more par¬ 
ticularly than anything else, outside 
of the rush you are in all the time, is 
the rudeness of your women clerks in 
| the shops. It quite took my breath 
away at first, ami I thought it wns 
because wo wore English that they 
didn’t care for us. But 1 took pains 
to notice, and I saw that they treated 
every one in the same way. 

“instead of the pleasant 'Good morn¬ 
ing; what can 1 do to serve you?' that 
we nre used to at home, they look you 
from head to foot in the most surpris¬ 
ing way, and if you ask for anything 
they may answer and they may not, 
nnd all the time you have tho feeling 
that you are asking such a favor. I 
really hate to go into the shops just 
for that reason.” 

Tlie Educated Woman. 

The woman of tlie future must set¬ 
tle the problem that now oppresses us 
as to the part which physical train¬ 
ing and athletics must play in her 
dally life. The girl who takes prizes 
iu athletics during her four years in 
college, and then goes home to town 
or village where there is neither gym¬ 
nasium nor basketball team nor golf 
links, may easily find herself irrita¬ 
ble under her privation. There is one 
suggestion for the partial solution of 
the problem, but It is not a popular 
one. The sound mind in the sound 
body may thrive not only on syste¬ 
matic athletic training, but also on 
manual labor of the most practical 
kiud. The stigma so long resting on 
domestic labor must sometimes be re¬ 
moved, as that which long rested on 
“trade” has been. It is partly reac¬ 
tionary. Some clever writer has said: 
“An age which worked Berlin wool 
parrots with beaded eyes naturally 


gives place to one which pays outsid¬ 
ers to darn its stockings.” If the ed¬ 
ucated woman can contrive some sort 
of return to certain phases of manual 
work, she will not only provide a re¬ 
lief for her own nervous activity and 
help to adjust the domestic problem, 
but she will also broaden the bands 
of her sympathy with ordinary life 
and prevent that remoteness from the 
fundamental struggle of existence 
which is so greatly to be deplored.— 
Ileloise E. Ilersey in The Outlook. 



Don’t brush the hair ouly. Brush 
the scalp until it glows.

Don’t use too much soap, borax or 
soda when taking a shampoo. Substi¬ 
tute yolk of egg. If tlie hair is natur¬ 
ally oily, use only tlie white of the egg.

ROUSTABOUTS OF BIG RIVER. j 

Mississippi Steamboat Men Planning 
Change in Old Sy.tem, 

Mississippi steamboat men are plan¬ 
ning a change in the conduct of their 
business which may have far-reaching 1 
results, even away from the river! 
country, says the New York Comtncr- j 
eial Advertiser. Their plan is simply 
to substitute white for negro labor 
lit loading atul unloading their boats, 
but the adoption of this plan is cer¬ 
tain to bring about a more general 
shifting in the labor market. The com¬ 
plaint against the colored man Is that 
he lias become “so untrustworthy that 
the steamboat business Is seriously 
hampered and the freight carrying 
trade seriously Interfered with.” 

l b's does not seem perfectly consist¬ 
ent with the further statement that the 
mates and other officers prefer the ne¬ 
groes for this work, though this seems 
to be admitted. The luteresting phase 
of the whole matter is the prediction' 
that if the negroes are displaced at the 
docks they will go hack to the cotton 
fields, where their labor is in real 
demand. The advocates of the change 
say that competent white men will be 
willing and glad to take the Jobs on 
the river front, while inland the plan¬ 
tation owners are hard put to it to find 
tenants and laborers, it’ tho situation 
were so simple as that tho solution 
would be easy. The negro roustabout 
Is uot an Institution of Immemorial an¬ 
tiquity. White men, It appears, were 
used to advantage on tile Mississippi 
steamboats in the early days, aud the 
negroes came into the field only be¬ 
cause slave owners found there was 
money to be made by setting their 
hands to load steamboats. Those who 
are dissatisfied with negro labor, there¬ 
fore, contend that they are merely re¬ 
storing original conditions. 

One difficulty in their plan Is ap¬ 
parent at once. The roustabouts are 
said to be among the best paid labor¬ 
ers in the country, receiving as much 
as $75 a month, with lodging and four 
meals a day. The attractions which 
have brought such numbers of country 
negroes to the cities doubtless exer¬ 
cise a stronger influence on these men 
than on their fellows in less profitable 
callings. A field hand's work may 
not appeal to them at (lie start, and, 
into the bargain, they may not make 
gocil field hands. The "muster" of tho 
lower Mississippi, with his songs, his 
nondescript, costume and his tremen¬ 
dous though spasmodic activity, has 
been so often celebrated In song and 
story that his loss would be felt by a 
generation of dialect story writers.
